SUBJECT: Trip to New York, April 27 - April 28 1976 ©

1. This visit to New York grew out of a. conversations — 
with members of Columbia's Debate Team. The latter wanted a CIA 
briefing on the Arab-Israeli situation and on how the latter had affected 
Soviet-American relations. After some preliminary consultation, I went 
up to Columbia on April 27. 


Z. The Columbia Debate Team, which I met at 1:00 p.m., turned 
out to be the nucleus of a group of students who were knowledgeable, 
friendly, and interested. They had gone to some lengths to keep the | 
visit from being publicized or generally known about because they did. 
not want hostile campus radicals to disrupt the session. In some two 
hours we covered the Middle East rather thoroughly; their questions - 
were pertinent and intelligent. Overall it was a useful exercise and 
Angus Thuermer's forebodings did not come to pass. 


3. Also saw Bill Barnds of the Council on Foreign Relations, 
Howard Wriggins of the South Asia Institute of Columbia, and Bill 
Quandt. of the University of Pennsylvania (but a New York resident). 
Quandt was extremely useful and helpful on Near East matters, parti- 
cularly on the Palestinians whom he knows well. Barnds and Wriggins 
were probably of greater representational than substantive value : 
but all visits were useful ones.°
